2-Hour Cotip Delivered Iraq to Rebels; 
Army4Cells of-Throwing Body to Mob 



BAGHDAD, July 33 un— It took a 
group ol army otflccrs just two 
hours to overthrow tha monarchy 
and establish a republic In Iraq. 

The army, dlasldents appear to 
have been In complete control of the 
country from the start on July H, 
There may be softie hfdden opposi- 
tion to the new regime, but It is 
not apporenl to a visitor Just arriv- 
ed. 

This was not an uprising by the 
people, bilt they aeem pleucd by 
the result. 

Although Uie officers, ot the new 
regime and ihs average Iraqul dont 
like the tl. S, Intervention In Le- 
banon and the . British landing In 
Jordan, the chief concern appears 
to be for their own a^falra coupled 
with a desire to be accepted by the 
West as the leBltlmal« gavemment 
of UUa oll-ilch Ulddli East .coun-

The crown prince's body was "giv- 
en to' tho-^pcoplo" and m^jUlaied.
